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!f Av oftd be the final bitterness in 
the long and bitter ex perience of the 
Vietnam war if the coming at last of 
peace, u ncertain and imperfect as it 
is likely to be, was not the beginning 
of a mu ch-needed period of healing 
bu t was instead the cau se of contin­ 
u ed div ision among Americans. 
It wou ld be the height of irony if 
the ending at long last of the killing 
and the dy ing did not redou nd to the 
credit of the man responsible for this 
acheiv ement bu t instead serv ed to 
increase the pecu liar and deep-seat­ 
ed distru st some people seem to 
hav e of him! 
The claim that the President 
cou ld hav e secu red a peace agree­ 
ment, with the same terms, a y ear 
ago or fou r y ears ago is probably to 
be ex pected in the fu ror of the last 
day s of a political campagin. 
That does not ex cu se it, howev er. 
It is the lowest blow deliv ered by ei­ 
ther side in a pretty low campaign. 
It is the sou rest of sou r grapes. 
We hav e only to recall ju st where 
we were fou r y ears ago to begin to 
appreciate the magnitu de of what 
has been accomplished. 
More than half a million Ameri­ 
can soldiers were on the soil of Viet­ 
nam. More than 30,000 had died and 
scores of new names were added to 
the casu alty lists ev ery week. Yet 
nothing seemed to hav e been accom­ 
plished. The enemy was as strong 
and determined as ev er, ou r ally as 
weak and as far from self-su ffi­ 
ciency as ev er. There seemed abso­ 
lu tely no solu tion. 
When Richard Nix on entered of­ 
fice, he had fou r alternativ es in Viet­ 
nam: 
He cou ld continu e things as they 
were; he cou ld lau nch all-ou t war 
against North Vietnam; he cou ld 
withdraw America from the war as 
qu ickly as possible and leav e the 


Sou th Vietnamese to lu ck and the 
mercy of the Commu nists; or he 
cou ld begin a gradu al withdrawal 
coinciding with a gradu al tu rning 
ov er of its own defense to Sou th Viet­ 
nam. 


The first two cou rses were clear­ 
ly u nacceptable to the American 
pu blic. The third—immediate with­ 
drawal—might hav e been popu lar 
for a time. Bu t had the President 
taken this cou rse, the same people 
who are charging him with “wait­ 
ing” fou r y ears to make peace wou ld 
instead be damning him for “be­ 
tray ing 17 million Sou th Vietnam­ 
ese.” 
In choosing and persev ering in 
his cou rse of action, President Nix on 
receiv ed mix ed su pport from Amer­ 
icans. Tbe so-called Silent Majority 
remained largely silent. A confu sed 
Congress debated meaningless end- 
the-war resolu tions and tried to u n­ 
write history , while the streets and 
campu ses were giv en ov er to war 
protestors. 
The President accepted the grav e 
political risks inv olv ed in the Cam­ 
bodian and Laotian incu rsions, in 
the continu ing casu alties su ffered by 
Americans as well as by the Viet­ 
namese civ ilians whose fate in- 
creasongly weighed on the con­ 
science of America, and in deciding 
this y ear u pon the massiv e bombing 
of North Vietnam and the mining of 
its harbors in answer to the enemy ’s 
last great offensiv e. 
This was hardly the behav ior of a 
man gu ided by nothing bu t political 
ex pediency . 
The President’s accu rate ap­ 
praisal of the enemy and the ene­ 
my ’s allies, his clear-sighted per­ 
ception of the goal, his stu bborn­ 
ness—some may someday ev en say 
cou rage—paid off. 


End black blackout 
The “inv isible American” is no 
longer so inv isible. 
For the first time, according to a 
stu dy commissioned by the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Teachers, the role 
of the Negro in American history is 
being fairly and adequ ately treated 
in school tex tbooks. 
The stu dy , “The Negro in Modern 
American History Tex tbooks,” was 
prepared by Irv ing Sloan, a ju nior 
high school teacher in Scarsdale, 
N.Y. 
Three prev iou s editions of the 
stu dy , the first in 1966, fou nd that 
ju nior and senior high school history 
tex ts u sed arou nd the cou ntry either 
ignored or presented a distorted 


v iew of the American Negro. 
The latest stu dy inv olv ed an ex ­ 
amination of 19 recently pu blished 
history tex ts. While it fou nd room for 
improv ement in most of them, it also 
fou nd that in terms of historical 
scholarship, “they meet the highest 
standards, almost withou t ex cep­ 
tion.” 
The time has now come to praise 
what American history tex tbooks 
hav e achiev ed in their treatment of 
black Americans, say s Sloan. 
“Mu ch, if not most, and, in some 
instances all, that we critics, black 
and white, hav e been calling for 
throu gh the y ears has come to 
pass.”

Nixon's peace

UNIONDALE, N.Y. (KFS)— A 
portly , white-haired man in a natty 
blu e blazer with a small American 
flag in his lapel peered ov er my 
shou lder to read my notes du ring a 
rally for President Richard Nix on at 
the Nassau Cou nty Coliseu m last 
week. 


When I noticed him, he mu ttered, 
“ju st checking,” and scu rried away . 
A short time later, hecklers inter­ 
ru pted the President’s speech and I 
ov erheard a local Repu blican offi­ 
cial gru mble: 
“Look at those phony reporters 
write all that nonsense down. They 
nev er write any thing good abou t 
people; they ju st write the bad 
things.” 


These two incidents are the first 
ov ert signs of pu blic hostility toward 
campaign reporting which, I hav e 
encou ntered since the 1964 Presiden­ 
tial bid of Sen. Barry Goldwater. 
It wou ld be a mistake to conclu de 
from su ch slim ev idence that tem­ 
pers are as high this y ear as they 
were then. Indeed, most political 
signs indicate that apathy rather 
than high passion is the cu rrent 
problem. 


In 1964, reporters were more 
combatants than observ ers. Gold­ 
water su pporters so detested and 
distru sted “ the Eastern liberal 
press”—a designation which they 
applied indiscriminately to any 
member of the national press 
corps—reporters were repeatedly 
shov ed, insu lted and spat u pon by 
his crowds. Occasionally a reporter 
and a Goldwater zealot ev en traded 
blows. 
Bu t clearly some lesser degree of 
antagonism toward the media still 
ex ists ju st below the su rface. It is a 
natu ral ou tgrowth of the Nix on ad­ 
ministration’s conditioning du ring 
the last fou r y ears. Until recently , 
the press has been Vice President 
Spiro Agnew’s fav orite target. The 
President and a wide v ariety of Cab­ 
inet officers hav e periodically con­ 
demned reporters either singly or as 
some wicked monolith. White Hou se 
officials hav e challenged telev ision 
correspondents’ credibility at least 
three times in a manner that su g­ 
gested the offender shou ld be fired. 
It is ironic that Nix on su pporters 
shou ld be su spiciou s of press accu r­ 
acy in this of all y ears. It is Sen. 
George McGov ern, not their man, 
who has su ffered from a steady pu b-

Lies, sabotage 
keynote race

WASHINGTON (NEA)- A polit­ 
ical reporter can only be deeply sad­ 
dened by the mou nting reports of 
widespread political sabotage in the 
1972 presidential campaign. 
The reporter who cov ers high- 
lev el politics u su ally does so for a 
nu mber of reasons. The work is im­ 
portant becau se it concerns the 
stru ggle for the most powerfu l office 
in the world. In that stru ggle, too, 
there is great hu man interplay —of­ 
ten dramatic, frequ ently comic, 
sometimes tragic. 
Fu rthermore, the newsman who 
does this work consistently and de­ 
v otedly finds qu ickly that, taken as a 
whole, the men in politics are enor­ 
mou sly hard-working, genu inely de­ 
v oted to good pu rpose, intensely in­ 
teresting. They compare v ery fav or­ 
ably with the best in any field. They 
often far ou tdo some of the self­ 
anointed pu rists in the academic 
world, who priv ately are battling 
like alley cats for adv ancement in 
their own realm. 
Yet it has to be dismay ing if ev en 
half the reports of this y ear’s sabo­ 
tage are tru e. What bothers most is 
not ju st the shaking of tru st, which is 
terrible enou gh, bu t the mean-spirit- 
edness that seems to mark so many 
of the alleged sabotage incidents. 
In the natu re of things, the pru ­ 
dent reporter has alway s assu med 
there is some ly ing and other mis­ 
representation in politics (as in 
many other endeav ors). His dis­ 
criminating task is to learn, if he 
can, when tru th is being told and 
when it is not, rather than to say , too 
easily , “all politicians lie.” 
This time, howev er, the ev ident 
magnitu de and scope of misrepre­ 
sentation has gone bey ond all 
bou nds. Mu ch that we hear, to be 
su re, is not ev idence prov ed in a 
cou rt of law. Still, the allegations 
come, for the most part, from dili­ 
gent reporters who hav e carefu lly 


checked their sou rces and who are 
working for newspapers jealou s of 
their repu tations for integrity . 
If what they are digging ou t is 
tru e in any reasonable measu re, 
then this campaign has been dis­ 
ru pted constantly by the passing of 
phony letters, the making of phony 
telephone calls, the distribu tion of 
false campaign schedu les and mu ch 
other information, the calcu lated 
harassment of v oters to discredit 
candidates (by su ch things as mid- 
dle-of-the-night calls). 
The generating sou rce of most of 
this is said to be, of cou rse, the high 
command operating from President 
Nix on’s White Hou se and places 
nearby . As y et these carr generally 
be classed only as allegations, and 
we mu st let them stand as su ch. 
Nev ertheless, ev en withou t iron­ 
clad, cou rt-sty le proofs, the effect of 
these reports already is dev astating. 
To say that these reported inci­ 
dents su bv ert the free political proc­ 
ess ou ght to be grav e enou gh com­ 
ment. Men battling for high office 
are being v ictimized, in 1972, by cir­ 
cu mstances whose origins they can­ 
not really know. 


Bu t the damage can be far more 
sweeping than that. If su ch practices 
shou ld become really common, they 
will not be kept to the political world 
alone. They will mov e this society 
toward v ery wide disru ption and dis­ 
tortion of many kinds of hu man rela­ 
tionships. 
Who in su ch a world wou ld want 
to tru st the mails, or the v oice on the 
telephone, or the man who comes 
say ing he is one thing while in fact 
he is another? Some of this special, 
v iciou s kind of hu man corru ption is 
being practiced now in realms be­ 
y ond politics. 
Society , for all its ills, is fou nded 
on many kinds of tru st in ordinary 
day -to-day liv ing. To break these 
bonds wou ld be cru shing. 


lie recital of errors, misu nderstand­ 
ings, and contradictions. In fact, to 
hear McGov ern su pporters tell it, 
press bias is in fav or of Nix on rather 
than against him. 
The real problem of the press in 
cov ering President Nix on’s cam­ 
paign, howev er, is not one of preju ­ 
dice bu t of inadequ ate access. The 
President has organized his cam­ 
paign in su ch a fashion that report­ 
ers are cov ering it by remote con­ 
trol. Stories appear, bu t they repre­ 
sent little first-hand knowledge or 
ex perience. They represent pool re­ 
ports, TV monitoring, and handou ts. 
That is hardly the best way in which 
to make a critical appraisal. 


Take President Nix on’s triu mph­ 
al jou rney throu gh Westchester 
Cou nty , a heav ily Repu blican su bu r­ 
ban region that is one of the richest 
per capita in the nation. Thinking I 
wou ld watch the President in action, 
I left the White Hou se at 11 a.m. and 
retu rned at midnight. Bu t I glimp­ 
sed the President only three times, 
from a considerable distance—as he 
emerged from Air Force One at 
Westchester Cou nty Airport; when 
he addressed the ev ening rally , an 
ev ent I shared with 22,000 local citi­ 


zens ; and when he climbed back into^ 
his airplane to retu rn to the capital. , j 
I followed him in a motorcade for;, 
three-and-a-half hou rs, riding in a * 
press bu s that was six cars and fiv e* 
camera tru cks behind the candidate. .' 
Visibility was near zero; descrip-, 
tions of what was going on ahead. 
were relay ed v ia walkie-talkie from- • 
a pool car. Later Nix on addressed a 
reception of GOP dignitaries from , 
the Northeastern States at Gov Nel-, 
son Rockefeller’s mansion. I lis­ 
tened to his v oice broadcast to a mo- ‘ 
tel into which the press had been .* 
herded miles away .

The Nix on campaign is, in effect, 
dispensing with the grand old tradi- • 
tion of ey e-witness reporting. And 
the President fu rther compou nds the 
problem by deliv ering his major pol-1 
icy speeches from the isolation of the ; 
White Hou se, v ia radio or telev ision 
broadcasts. 
Reporters resent their remote-t 
ness bu t are trapped. They are so 
hu ngry for ev en skimpy contact, for 
instance, that 162 of them, inclu ding 
cameramen, dragged throu gh the 
impersonal New York trip.

Solution: neat, wrong

Marv elou s H. L. Mencken once 
said: “For ev ery problem there is a 
solu tion: simple, neat and wrong.” 
It is politically profitable for 
George McGov ern to say he is on the 
side of the u nderdog. Bu t he nev er 
say s a single word abou t produ ctiv i­ 
ty (ou tpu t per man-hou r), althou gh 
produ ctiv ity is admittedly the key to 
people’s welfare. What happens 
when this produ ctiv ity au tomobile 
will not ru n? 
We are all facing a 12 per cent 
rise in gov ernment spending this 
y ear. It will balloon from $365 billion 
to an incredible $405 billion. In the 
past 10 y ears total gov ernment 
spending has increased from $176 
billion in fiscal 1962. This is a 93 per 
cent increase per American hou se­ 
hold. 
Well, Mr. McGov ern at least 
shou ld know that ev ery thing in ou r 
material world has a cost that mu st 
be paid. Nothing is free. The Wash­ 
ington gov ernment is not a sou rce of 
wealth. Any gov ernment is a spend­ 
er, not an earner. Ev ery thing a gov ­ 
ernment say s it will giv e the people 
it mu st first take away from the 
people. 
The fu ndamental problem, which 
Mr. McGov ern ignores, is that the 
gov ernment is spending far too 
mu ch for the amou nt of wealth gen­ 
erated by the priv ate sector. 
How mu ch gov ernment ov er­ 
spending and debt we Americans 
can stand is the standing qu estion. 
For it is u tterly ridicu lou s to deny 
the relationship between alway s 
spending bey ond income and infla­ 
tion (air forced in the balloon) and 
bu st. 
In the long ru n only greater ou t­ 
pu t per man-hou r can pay for in­ 
creased wages. Any thing short of 
this simply increases ev ery body ’s 
liv ing costs. Only greater produ ctiv ­ 
ity can meet the increased tax load. 
Only greater produ ctiv ity can pro­ 
tect the American dollar. 
In its material sense the greatest 
good for the greatest nu mber, abou t 
which Mr. McGov ern constantly 
shou ts, is possible only throu gh 
greater ou tpu t per man-hou r—which 
Mr. McGov ern nev er, nev er men­ 


tions. Why ? This fact contradicts a*' 
basketfu l of his “solu tions.” 
All produ ctiv ity is based on three« , 
factors: (a) natu ral resou rces^ 
whose forms are changed by the ex — 
penditu re of (b) hu man effort, witti 
the aid of (c) tools. 


Withou t an increase in the qu an-Q 
tity of qu ality of tools there cannot*’ 
be a su bstantial increase in the na-~ 
tional income. And, while Mr. Me*» 
Gov ern ignores also this roaring 
fact, tools come into a free society 
only when an incentiv e ex ists for 
their pu rchase and u se. 
This is why Mr. McGov ern does 
su ch a profou nd disserv ice to the 
pu blic welfare by maligning they 
profit motiv e. It is the fu ndamental 
basis for ou r hope for a better life for 
all. 


In the past 10 y ears U.S. wages 
hav e shot u p twice as fast as the ou t* 
pu t per man-hou r. And the United 
States has a long way to go in pro­ 
du ctiv ity to lift its produ ctiv ity ^ 
enou gh to su pport this and all of to­ 
day ’s demands u pon the economy . 
Bu t, a few indu stries ex cepted, ou r 
produ ctiv ity trend is u pward. 
Ou tpu t per man-hou r gained 
three per cent in the first qu arter of : 
1972 and leaped a dazzling six per1 
cent in the second. Astou ndingly , the! 
American workman is today pro­ 
du cing $100 worth of goods in a giv en 
time while his German cou nterpart 
is produ cing $74 worth and a Japan­ 
ese $56 worth. 
y 
More than 2.4 million jobs hav e 
been added in the past y ear and in* 
du strial produ ction has risen 5.2 per, 
cent; in the second qu arter of this 
y ear the gross national produ ct rose 
at an annu al rate of nearly 10 per. 
cent and the annu al rate of inflation 
has dropped from 4 .3 per cent to 
abou t 3.5 per cent, the lowest in the 
Western world. 
Too many McGov ern “solu tions” 
wou ld work like fine, hard du st in the 
innards, wrecking the machine. 
While Mr. McGov ern, throu gh them, 
v olu nteers to lift u s into the empy re­ 
an, the destru ction in them wou ld go 
u p like Vesu v iu s. Mr. Mencken, 
meet Mr. McGov ern.

Not ev ery body , of cou rse, 
gu shes ov er the Boston area 
priest-legislator. His opponent 
this Nov ember, liberal Repu b­ 
lican Martin Linsky , feels Dri­ 
nan v otes more for his record 
than he does for his constitu ­ 
ents. Many of the constitu ents, 
also, are irked by what they 
consider to be a radical strain 
in the former Jesu it college in­ 
stru ctor. “I v oted for him in 
1970 becau se he was against the 
war,” say s a Brookline store­ 
keeper, “bu t now I think he’s 
too locked u p with the lu natic 
fringe. He nev er passes u p a 
chance to score the President. 
You don’t ev er hear him say 
mu ch good abou t the cou ntry . 
And look at his campaign head­ 
qu arters— all kids. Now 1 like 
kids, bu t, pardon me, I don’t 
think we shou ld let them take 


ov er.” 
Aside from this, many v oters 
feel Drinan is a bit of a tu rn­ 
coat. The 4 th District is mostly 
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many areas where the v oters 
and I disagree”). Bu t he does 
dwell occasionally on the con­ 
trov ersial aspect of a good 
priest getting mix ed u p in bad 
politics. He say s politics, real­ 
ly , isn’t all scu m. Fru strating 
may be. Amorphou s and confu s­ 
ing, of cou rse. Bu t not so dirty 
as to stain ev ery one it tou ches: 
“Someone once asked me, 
right ou t, if I had ev er made a 
v ote in Congress that I was 
ashamed of. I said no. And 
that’s tru e. I hav en’t. I’m not 
influ enced by ou tside interests. 
I v ote as I see it. I remember 
one time someone wanted me to 
change my v ote on a procedu ral 
matter. It was a small thing 
and it really didn’t make mu ch 
difference how I v oted. Bu t I 
didn’t change it. I ju st wou ldn’t 
do that.” 
Drinan su ggests there are 
abou t 100 other Hou se members 
who are equ ally principled, 
thu s allowing nonpartisan de­ 
cency to su rv iv e at high gov ­ 
ernment lev els. 
So, after nearly two y ears of 
it, in clerical collar, Father 
Drinan is campaigning for 
more of the same. Some here 
say it’s a thirst for power. Oth­ 
ers insist he is stimu lated by a 
desire to continu e his personal 
congressional clean-u p. What­ 
ev er his motiv es, v oters of this 
state’s 4 th District are su bject 
once again to what still is a nov ­ 
elty : a priest tu rned politician. 
Clad in black, he pu mps hands, 
kisses babies (bu t seldom wom­ 
en), hands ou t leaflets, the 
whole bit. “Father,” asks a 
man on the street, seriou sly , 
“where in hell do y ou stand on 
this abortion thing?” 
The polls indicate he is a 10- 
point fav orite. His people say 
he’d hav e to be arrested for in­ 
decent ex posu re to lose. “I’m 
su re he’ll be re-elected,” say s a 
fellow priest, “becau se we need 
someone down there pray ing 
for the Congress.” Also be­ 
cau se, adds a v oter, “Giv en the 
Congress, we need someone 
down there pray ing for the 
cou ntry .”

nostalgic tou ch with th e rev iv al 
of th e canopy . 
Canopy fou r-poster beds were 
u sed to keep sleepers cozy from 
drafts and damp stone walls in 
th e 15th , 16th and 17th cen­ 
tu ries. Th e ancient Egy ptians 
are credited with originating 
th e canopy or poster bed, and 
its form h as ch anged little 
th rou gh 
th e 
centu ries. 
Howev er, today ’s u se of a 
canopy is a far cry from th e 
time of th e Ph araoh s, wh en th e 
canopy was raised ov er a bed 
as a su n u mbrella. 
According to th e National 
Association 
of 
Bedding 
Manu factu rers, th e canopy is 
perfect for th e new dou ble-bed 
size of 60x 80 inch es. Th ose wh o 
want th e traditional fou r- 
posters may select th em in 
stainless steel, ch rome, brass, 
lacqu ered woods and as period 
reprodu ctions in ch erry , walnu t 
or pine. 
Howev er, an ev en newer 
trend is to th e u se of fabric 
canopies th at go solo or with ou t 
th e bedsteads. Th ese often are 
su spended from th e ceiling, as 
are th e fou rpostered draperies- 
with ou t-posts. Th en th ere are 
th e fool-th e-ey e canopies th at 
are really papered or painted 
as an ey e-catch ing wall or 
ceiling panel. 
Do-it-y ou rselfers may ru n 
fabric match ing th e bedspread 
u p th e wall, tack it onto th e 
ceiling and weigh t it with 
dressmaker weigh ts to h ang 
enticingly as a demicanopy .

A canopy can be th e crowning 
point of a bedroom with a tru ly 
personal tou ch .

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— When Californians have a 
beef with an auto repair shop, 
they can tell their troubles to a 
new state consumer protection 
agency. 
It’s part of what state offi­ 
cials regard as the most sophis- 
ticatedgovernment-backed auto 
consumer protection plan in the 
nation. 
To stay in business, all of 
California’s approximately 35,- 
000 auto repair shops must 
have a $50 license from the Cal­ 
ifornia Bureau of Automotive 
Repair. 
The law that created the bu­ 
reau last March says a license 
can be revoked or suspended 
for — among other things — 
“any willful departure from or 
disregard of accepted trade 
standards for good and wor­ 
kmanlike repair.” 
For instance, a driver in the 


San Francisco area recently 
paid more than $200 to have his 
car engine replaced, then found 
the original engine was still in 
the car. A bureau investigation 
resulted in a criminal com­ 
plaint charging the garage own­ 
er with grand theft. 
Bureau Director Robert Alex­ 
ander says his agency is the 
only one of its kind in the na­ 
tion. It was created as a unit of 
the state Department of Con­ 
sumer Affairs. 
In the first three months of 
this fiscal year, the auto repair 
bureau 
handled 
7,436 
com­ 
plaints, Alexander said in an 
interview. The figure represent­ 
ed more than one-third of all 
consumer complaints logged 
during the period. 
Alexander’s agency doesn’t 
handle new car warranty dis­ 
putes and it doesn’t step in on 
auto repair cases until the cus­ 


tomer 
has 
complained 
un­ 
successfully to the garage own­ 
er. 
The bureau will then call the 
garage owner, let him know 
there has been a complaint and 
try to work things out so every­ 
one is happy. 
About two out of three cases 
are settled that way, Alexander 
said. 
“If we get some feeling of 
fraud we turn it over to the Di­ 
vision of Investigation in the 


State Department of Consumer 
Affairs,” Alexander added. ‘‘If 
we can prove our case, we go 
to the district attorney.” 
So far, the bureau has seven 
criminal cases in the works, Al­ 
exander said. The bureau has 
not yet revoked a license, but 
Alexander said about 1 0 0 inves­ 
tigations are under way. 
Alexander said honest in- 
compentence is the cause of 
more than half the complaints. 
As part of its investigative 


work, the bure a u ha t a sma ll 
fle e t of wha t Ale x a nde r ca lls 
“ funny ca rs.” The y ha ve be e n 
pla ce d in pe rfe ct condition ty 
the bure a u's own me cha nics or 
fix e d so the re is one spe cific 
thing wrong with the m. If a ga ­ 
ra ge be ing che cke d without the 
ope ra tor's knowle dge re com­ 
me nds ma jor work on one of 
the “ funny ca rs” or trie s to re * 
pla ce some thing tha t doe sn't 
ne e d re pla cing, it’s in trouble .

William S. Moorhead, D- 
Pa., said the plan for a “wired 
nation” apparently was de­ 
signed to provide the govern­ 
ment with a disaster-warning 
system and a wide-scale means 
of dispensing various services. 
Moorhead, a member of the 
House Committee on Govern- 
pient Operations, said the plan 
js also a blueprint for a govern­ 
ment-operated propaganda and 
Spy system. He called on the 
Administration to let the nation 
know of the plan, which he said 
*\nfas prepared for Nixon’s Do­ 
mestic Council. 
Dr. Edward E . David Jr., 


Nixon’s Science adviser, said 
afterward that Moorhead’s sug­ 
gestion that the council was ad­ 
vocating some sort of “big- 
brother” communications link 
to every house in America was 
“absolutely wrong.” 


David said the suggestion 
was one of many received, of 
which “some are good and 
some are terrible.” He said this 
one was rejected because “it 
did not take account of the 
right of privacy of citizens, nor 
of the social acceptability of 
such a scheme.” 
“Had the congressman asked 
anyone, we would gladly have 
informed him of the facts,” Da­ 
vid said. “But I guess he was 
more interested in a headline 
than a fact.”

closed was stamped “Adminis­ 
tratively Confidential” on each 
of its 300 pages. It was dated

1971 and, Moorhead 
said, was delivered to his sub­ 
committee last Saturday by 
someone in the Nixon adminis­ 
tration.

Statistical resu lts of stand­ 
ardized tests measu ring IQ, 
reading and mathematics, re­ 
leased Wednesday , showed that 
at some g rade lev els, Chicag o 
stu dents in 1970-71 has poorer 
test scores than stu dents at the 


same g rade lev els the y ear be­ 
fore. 
The av erag e first-g rade stu ­ 
dent in 1970-71 ranked in the 
59th percentile, compared with 
54th percentile rank the y ear 
before. The national av erag e is 
the 50th percentile. 
Stu dents tested in the 3rd, 
6th, 8 th, 9 th and llth g rades 
ranked between the 28th and 
the 36th percentile. Elev enth- 
g rade stu dents dropped from 
the 36th percentile in 1969-70 to 
the 29th last y ear, according to 
the test report.

Suit fil ed 
against 
corn firms 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP)—A 
class-action su it for $100 million 
has been filed ag ainst Iowa’s 
116 hy brid corn produ cers, con­ 
tending they were at least part­ 
ly to blame for farmers’ losses 
in the 1970 corn blig ht epidem­ 
ic. 
The su it, the larg est ev er 
filed in a state cou rt in Iowa, 
was filed by 19 farmers in Polk 
Cou nty District Cou rt Wednes­ 
day . 


It was filed as a class action 
on behalf of ev ery Iowa farmer 
who su ffered losses du e to com 
blig ht in 1970. 
A similar su it—one for $500 
million—is pending in district 
cou rt in Princeton, Ind. That 
su it was brou g ht ag ainst the 
seed companies on behalf of all 
the corn farmers in the United 
States. 


The su it contends Iowa farm­ 
ers su ffered heav y losses be­ 
cau se they planted T-Cy toplasm 
of T-Hy brid seed com in 1970 
and the seed corn prov ed su s­ 
ceptible to com blig ht. 
The su it say s the seed pro­ 
du cers “knew” or “shou ld hav e 
known” that their seed was 
hig hly su sceptible to the com 
blig ht becau se of the methods 
u sed in hy bridizing it, and 
therefore 
the 
companies 
knowing ly 
su bjected 
Iowa’s 
farmers to a g reat risk. 


The su it was filed by attor­ 
ney s Dick R. Schleg el of Ot­ 
tu mwa, Verne Lawy er of Des 
Moines and Edward J. Galla­ 
g her of Waterloo. 
The attorney s say the U.S. 
Department of Ag ricu ltu re had 
predicted that Iowa’s corn crop 
wou ld ex ceed one billion bu sh­ 
els in 1970, bu t a combination 
of drou g ht and Sou thern com 
leaf blig ht damag e cau sed a 
harv est of only 359 million 
bu shels—the 
smallest 
Iowa 
corn crop in fiv e y ears. 
The attorney s say they ar­ 
riv ed at the fig u re of $100 mil­ 
lion in damag es by estimating 
the price of corn at $1 per 
bu shel and estimating the loss 
to Iowa farmers from the blig ht 
alone at 100 million bu shels.

The health planning effort in 
this area is directed by a g rou p 
of v ery nice people from Rock­ 
ford. They are tru ly dedicated 
to the job of planning for u s. 
What 
is 
Comprehensiv e 
Health Planning ? 
It is an effort on the part of 
health prov iders (phy sicians, 
hospitals, nu rsing homes, g ov ­ 
ernmental ag encies, etc.) and 
commu nity citizens to plan to­ 
g ether for health activ ities. 
Throu g h the combining of these 
g rou ps, it is hoped that hig h 
qu ality health serv ices for ev ­ 
ery person will be av ailable 
withou t interference with ex ist­ 
ing patterns of priv ate, profes­ 
sional practice of medicine, 
dentistry and related healing 
arts. The major emphasis is to 
broaden and make more flex i­ 
ble health serv ices in the field 
of env ironmental health, men­ 
tal health and retardation, and 
phy sical-personal health. 
In most commu nities, mu ch 
of the planning in the past has 
been piecemeal and somewhat 
short rang e. This has a tenden­ 
cy to jeopardize the potential of 
the health care sy stem to meet 
the challeng e it faces. Health 
care prov iders are responding , 
in one way or another, to citizen 
demand for chang e. It is 
throu g h combined efforts that 
this chang e will take place and 
be well fou nded. 
Comprehensiv e Health Plan­ 
ning prov ides the mechanism 
throu g h which indiv idu al spe­ 
cialized planning efforts can be 
coordinated apd related to each 
other.

CHICAGO (AP) — Campaig n 
workers for Democrat Dan 
Walker drafted 29 letters to 
telev ision stations Wednesday , 
seeking free air time to cou nter 
what the workers term a “false 
and misleading ” TV spot com­ 
mercial for Gov .

The commercial, the com­ 
mittee said, contains “state­ 
ments which are false and ma­ 
liciou s” in reference to the 
g radu ated income tax and the 
Waller report on the 1968 
Democratic National Con­ 
v ention week disorders. 
“Dam Walker does not fav or 
a g radu ated income tax ,” the 
letter said. “Gov . Og ilv ie him­ 
self has said Dan Walker made 
the statement on a nu mber of 
occasions.” 
The letter was sent to sta­ 
tions in Illinois, Indiana, Iowa 
and Missou ri which serv e Il­ 
linois v iewers. 
Og ilv ie claimed that in at 
least two instances, Walker has

The only qu estion before the U.S. Su preme Cou rt, the 
g ov ernor stated in a 12-pag e brief, “is whether distinction 
drawn in the referendu m between indiv idu als and corpo­ 
rations is permissible u nder the equ al protection clau se of 
the 14th Amendment.”

CHICAGO (AP) - Daniel 
Walker, pressed by a heckler, 
has defended his ties with May ­ 
or Richard J. Daley , his recent 
comment on v ote frau d inv esti­ 
g ations and his position on Ed­ 
ward V. Hanrahan. 
Walker made the comments 
in answer to qu estions from a 
sing le heckler among some 600 
colleg e 
stu dents 
who 
had 
packed the au ditoriu m at the 
Univ ersity of Illinois Circle 
Campu s Wednesday to hear the 
Democratic candidate for g ov ­ 
ernor. 
The heckler, who later identi­ 
fied himself as A1 Gonzales, a 
member of the Mex ican-Ameri- 
can Independent Voters, opened 
the qu estion-and-answer period 
with a staccato of qu estions. 
“What abou t y ou and Hanra­ 
han?” he shou ted. “What abou t 
y ou r priv ate meeting with May ­ 
or Daley ? What abou t v ote 
frau d? Did y ou or did y ou not 
side with Daley abou t the v ote 
frau d?” 
Walker beg an to answer the 
qu estions bu t first admonished 
Gonzales “to let someone else 
ask a qu estion,” a comment 
which prompted applau se and 
shou ts of approv al from the 
crowded au ditoriu m. 
He denied hav ing met pri­ 
v ately with Daley —as had been 
reported in a newspaper col­ 
u mn—and hav ing receiv ed a 
commitment for $100,000 from 
the Daley org anization. 
On his recent silence abou t 
Edward V. Hanrahan, the con­ 
trov ersial Cook Cou nty state’s 
attorney , Walker said he has 
endorsed neither Hanrahan nor 
his opponent, Repu blican Ber­ 
nard Carey . 
“I don’t think it’s appropriate 
for a Democratic candidate for 
g ov ernor to su pport a Repu bli­ 
can candidate for state’s attor­ 
ney , so I’m su pporting neither 
candidate,” he declared. 
Walker defended his recent 


statements that federal inv esti­ 
g ations of v ote frau d shou ld be 
ex panded from 
Chicag o to 
some of the Repu blican cou n­ 
ties downstate. 
“What I want is an ev en- 
handed (inv estig ation) ... of 
v ote frau d. Let’s inv estig ate 
v ote frau d in Cook Cou nty and 
(also) inv estig ate v ote frau d in 
all other cou nties,” Walker 
said. 
Last week, before a lu ncheon 
for Democratic precinct cap­ 
tains, he accu sed the Repu bli­ 
cans of “v ilification and in­ 
timidation” while allu ding to 
inv estig ations by U.S. Atty .

After speaking to the stu ­ 
dents, Walker drov e to su bu r­ 
ban Glencoe to address a candi­ 
dates foru m sponsored by an 
affiliate of the National Cou ncil 
of Jewish Women. 
There the qu estions abou t 
Hanrahan and Walker’s rela­ 
tionship with the Daley org an­ 
ization continu ed. 
“Du ring the primary I was 
repeatedly criticized for div id­ 
ing the party . Now I’m repeat­ 
edly being attacked for try ing 
to u nify the party ...” by wor­ 
king with Daley and su pporting 
the Democratic state ticket, 
Walker said. 
Walker has told newsmen re­ 
peatedly that althou g h he is 
seeking Daley ’s su pport he has 
made no deal with the powerfu l 
Chicag o may or. 
In answer to a qu estion on 
Hanrahan’s recent acqu ittal of 
charg es that Hanrahan con­ 
spired to obstru ct ju stice after 
a police raid in which two 
Black Panthers were killed, 
Walker declared: 
“I believ e in the ju dicial sy s­ 
tem. When a v erdict has been 
rendered, as a g ood citizen we 
shou ld accept the v erdict of the 
ju dg e or the ju ry .”

Dear Dr. Lamb— My father 
has an ao rtic aneurysm and has 
had it fo r abo ut eight years. 
Ho wever, no w it is getting big­ 
ger and o ur family do cto r sug­ 
gests an o peratio n with a graft. 
He is 89 years o ld and I do n’t 
kno w whether the family sho uld 
enco urage the o peratio n o r no t. 
I, being the so n with po wer o f 
atto rney to hfandle all legal 
matters, seem to be left with 
the decisio n. Wo uld yo u please 
co mment o n this fo r me. He is 
in pretty go o d health o ther than 
hypertensio n and also he is tak­ 
ing digitalis tablets fo ur times a 
week. 


Dear Reader— An aneurysm 
o f the ao rta is caused by a 
weakness in the wall o f the ao r­ 
ta which allo ws it to ballo o n o ut 
like a weak spo t do es o n an in­ 
ner tube o nly usually in these 
cases the area invo lved is much 
larger than that yo u might see 
o n the inner tube. The real dan­ 
ger o f co urse is that the dilated 
part o f the weakened wall o r the 
aneurysm may blo w o ut o r 
rupture. When it starts getting 
larger, if it is go ing to be o per­ 
ated o n, that is the time it 
sho uld be do ne. 
Many o f these that invo lve re­ 
placing a sectio n o f the ao rta in 
the abdo men can be do ne with a 


limited amo unt o f risk. If the 
sectio n to be replaced is in the 
ch est, th e o peratio n is mo re dif­ 
ficu lt an d 
carries a higher risk. 
Th e synthetic material that is 
u sed fo r a 
graft wo rks very well 
an d in fact in time a new lining 
g ro ws inside o f it just like the 
lin in g in 
the o rdinary ao rta. 
It is no t po ssible fo r me to tell 
y o u whether it is wise to o per­ 
ate o r no t because I do n’t kno w 
that much abo ut the rest o f the 
medical co nditio n o f yo ur fa­ 
ther. There is a po int, ho wever, 
when o ne has very little to gain 
b y waiting. If the likeliho o d is 
that a rupture o f the aneurysm 
is go ing to o ccur relatively so o n 


and no thing is do ne, o nce it rup­ 
tures there is o nly o ne po ssible 
o utco me. So , even when there is 
a reaso nably high risk invo lved 
because o f the age and health 
pro blems, it is still so metimes 
indicated. 
This 
must be 
balanced 
against the pro bability o f o per­ 
ative success. So metimes in 
peo ple yo ur father’s age the 
ao rta has undergo ne so much 
change that it can’t be o perated 
upo n successfully. The ao rta 
may be so hard fro m calcifica­ 
tio n and asso ciated change that 
it is very brittle. Such an ao rta 
is so metimes called a “ glass 
ao rta” and it shatters o n at­ 


tempted incisio n and it is im­ 
po ssible to suture successfufly. 
I wo uld suggest that y iu go 
alo ng with yo ur family do cto rs 
suggestio n, at least to the po int 
o f having yo ur father referred 
to a large medical center where 
o peratio ns o f this nature are 
do ne rather frequently. To be 
certain to get the best team ef­ 
fo rt, I wo uld suggest that he be 
referred to a medical cardio lo ­ 
gist, no t directly to a surgeo n. 
The medical cardio lo gist will 
need to evaluate so me o f the 
pro blems I have mentio ned in 
judging whether yo ur father is 
a candidate fo r surgery, but I 
must urge yo u to pro ceed as 
rapidly as po ssible to o btain a 
decisio n because o f yo ur co m­ 
ment abo ut the aneurysm get­ 
ting larger.

Phillies. 


The lean left-hander, who ac­
